THE DAIRY BARN.

lis Ways In Which It May 8 Vastly
Improved.

There are six ways lu which the v

rrago dairy barn can be vastly Im-

proved.
In the first place. mot of the stable

need better ventilation and light. They
need more and belter kept window sur-

faces and facilities fur changing the air
without exposing the cows to drafts.

Iu the second place, there should be

celling between the tloor of the mow

and the cows, in barns where hay Is

stored over the cows It Is dangerous to

leave the defective floor without some

sort of celling. The t hance of tire N

much greater, and a saultary condition

of the stable N almost impossible If the

dust and hay are allowed to fall

through upon the cow.
Third. The stables should have

floors. Cracks lu the floor are breed h S

places for bacteria, and they catch and

hold an accumulation of filth that fills

the stables with bad odors.

Tying the Cows.

Fourth.-Tyl- ng the cows can bo

greatly Improved upon. The old fash
loned rigid stanchion Is neither com-

fortable nor convenient. The cows
should have a small degree of freedom
at least. This can be provided by the
newer tnAkes of stanchions or by a
chain or baiter. The great objeettou to
the last two Is the difficulty of keepiug
the cow clean, and right here Is the
lifth way in which the stable can be

Improved. FU the gutters so that they
will keep the cow cleau and at the
same time save all the manure. I have
been In barus where the platform was
so short that when the cow would He

down she could not keep out of the
gutter. I have been In other stables
where the gutter was simply couple
of 2 by 4' placed upou the stable floor.

Either practice Is bad. The best plan
is to flz the floor In such a way that It
will accommodate the rows and give
them ample room for lying down com-

fortably. Have the gutter about four
inches deep aud built water tight. This
save all the liquid manure, keep the
cows clean and makes It much easier
to car for the stables and the stock.

Handling ths Manure.
The sixth point xeV.W-- come to my

mind at this time i a i Improved meth-
od In handling the manure. Throwing
It out of the wind iw is lua.iltary and
often Inconvenient. The manure piles
up against the hum. Injuring the paint
and at the same time i lng much of
Its value as a fertilizer. The other
plan of shoveling It Into wheelbarrow
and wheeling it out aud dumping It lu

the yard Is little better. Use some kind
of a carrier, an overhead one preferred,
and unload the immure right Into the
spreader. The carrier Is always out of
the way, there are no unsightly planks
and trestles which are necessary If you
use a wheelbarrow, the manure pile Is

avoided, and all the manure is saved.

further analysis' of the flour used In

the making of the cake.
